Let them not depart from thine 
eyes: keep them in the midst of thy 
heart. 

For they are life unto those that 
find them, and health to all their flesh. 

Keep thy heart with all diligence; 
for out of it are the issues of life. 

Put away from thee a froward 
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mouth, and perverse lips put far from 
thee. 

Let thine eyes look right on, and let 
thine eyelids look straight before thee. 

Ponder the path of thv feet, and let 
all thy ways be established. 

Turn not to the right hand nor to 
the left: remove thy foot from evil. 

My son, forget not my laws ; but let 
thine heart keep my commandments : 

For length of days, and long life, 
and peace, shall they add to thee. 

Let not mercy and truth forsake 
thee : bind them about thy neck ; write 
them upon the table of thine heart : 

8o Shalt thou ftnd favour and good 
understanding in the sight of Ood and 
man. 

Trust in the Lord with all thine 
heart : and lean not unto thine own 
understanding. 

In all thy ways acknowledge him, 
and he shall direct thy paths. 

My son, despise not the chastening 
of the Lord ; neither be weary of his 
correction : 

For whom the Lord loveth he cor- 
rccteth; even as a father the son in 
whom he delighteth. 

Happy is the man that findeth wis- 
dom, and the man that getteth under- 
standing. 

For the merchandise of it is better 
than the merchandise of silver, and 
the gain thereof than fine gold. 

She is more precious than rubien ; 
and all the things thou canst desirp 
are not to be compared unto her. 

Length of days is in her right hand ' 
and in her left hand riches aw' 
honour. 

Her ways are ways of pleasantness, 
and all her paths are peace.

With her much fair speech she 
caused him to yield, with the flattering 
of her lips she forced him. 

He goeth after her straightway, as 
an ox goeth to the slaughter, or as a 
fool to the correction of the stocks; 

Till a dart strike through his liver; 
as a bird hasteth to the snare, and 
knoweth not that It is for his life. 

Hearken unto me now therefore, O 
ye children, and attend to the words 
of my mouth. 

Let not thine heart decline to her 
ways, go not astray in her paths. 

For she hath cast down many 
wounded: yea, many strong men have 
been slain by her. 

Her house is the way to hell, going 
down to the chambers of death. 

Selection 12 

Sundry Proverbs 
A WISE son heareth his father's In- 
struction : but a scorner heareth not 
rebuke. 

Even a child is known by his doings, 
whether his work be pure, and 
ivhether it be right. 

There Is a way which seemeth right 
unto a man ; but the end thereof are 
the ways of death. 

In the way of righteousness is life; 
and in the pathway thereof there is no 
death. 

He that walketh uprightly walketh 
surely : but he that perverteth his 
ways shall be known. 

As righteousness tendeth to life; so 
he that pursueth evil pursueth it to 
his oicn death. 

When a man's ways please the Lord, 
he maketh even his enemies to be at 
peace with him. 
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The name of the Lord is a strong 
tower: the righteous runneth into u, 
and is safe. 

Commit thy works unto the Lord. 
and thy thoughts shall be established. 

Tfie wise in heart will receive com- 
mandments: but a prating fool shall 
fall. 

The sacrifice of the wicked is an 
abomination to the Lord : but the 
prayer of the upright is his delight. 

A wise man feareth. and departeth 
from evil: but the fool rageth, and is 
confident. 

Go from the presence of a foolish 
man, when thou perceivest not in him 
the lips of knowledge. 

A man that hath friends must show 
himself friendly: and there is a friend 
that sticketh closer than a brother. 

The lip of truth shall be established 
for ever : but a lying tongue is but for 
a moment. 

A soft answer turneth away wrath: 
but grievous words stir up anger. 

Seest thou a man diligent In his 
business? he shall stand before kings; 
he shall not stand before mean men. 

He that hath no rule over his own 
spirit is like a city that is broken 
down, and without walls. 

He that is slow to anger is better 
than the mighty ; and he that ruieth 
his spirit than he that taketh a city. 

He that is slow to icrath is of great 
understanding: but he that is hasty of 
spirit exalteth folly. 

Pride goeth before destruction, and 
a haughty spirit before a fall. 

A good name is rather to be chosen 
than great riches, and loving favour 
rather than silver and gold. 

As the whirlwind passeth, so is the 
wicked no more: but the righteous is 
an everlasting foundation. 

Righteousness exalteth a nation: but 
sin is a reproach to any people. 

Boast not thyself of to-morrow : for 
thou knowest not what a day may 
bring forth. 

Fret not thyself because of evil men, 
neither be thou envious at the wicked; 

For there shall be no reward to the 
evil man; the candle of the wicked 
shall be put out. 

The wicked is snared by the trans- 
gression of his lips: but the fust shall 
come out of trouble. 

He, that being often reproved hard- 
eneth his neck, shall suddenly be de- 
stroyed, and that without remedy. 
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Selection 13 

Eccleaiastes 12 

Remember now tby Creator in the 
days of tby youth, wnile the evil days 
come not, nor the years draw nigh, 
when thou shalt say, I have no pleas- 
ure in them ; 

While the sun, or the light, or the 
moon, or the stars, be not darkened, 
nor the clouds return after the rain: 

In the day when the Iceepers of the 
house shall tremble, and the strong 
men shall bow themselves, and the 
grinders cease because they are few, 
and those that loolc out of the win- 
dows be darkened. 

And the doors shall he shut in the 
streets, when the sound of the grind- 
ing is low, and he shall rise up at the 
voice of the bird, and all the daughters 
of music shall be brought low; 

Also when they shall be afraid of 
that which is higb, and fears shall be 
in the way, and the almond tree shall 
flourish, and tbe grasshopper sball be 
a burden, and desire shall fail : be- 
cause man goeth to his long home, and 
the mourners go about the streets : 

Or ever the silver cord be loosed, or 
the golden bowl be broken, or the 
pitcher be broken at the fountain, or 
the wheel broken at the cistern. 

Then shall the dust return to the 
earth as it was : and the spirit shall 
return unto God who gave it. 

Vanity of vanities, saith the Preach- 
er; all is vanity. 

And moreover, because the Preacher 
was wise, he still taught the people 
knowledge ; yea, he gave good heed, 
and sought out, and set in order many 
proverbs. 

The Preacher sought to find out ac- 
ceptable words: and that which was 
tcritten was upright, even words of 
truth. 

The words of the wise are as goads, 
and as nails fastened by the masters 
of assemblies, which are given from 
one shepherd. 

And further, by these, my son, be 
admonished: of making many books 
there is no end; and much study is a 
weariness of the flesh. 

Let us hear the conclusion of the 
whole matter : Fear God, and keep 
his commandments : for this is the 
whole duty of man. 

For God shall bring every work into 
judgment, with every secret thing, 
whether it be good, or whether it be 
evil.

Who hath believed our report? and 
to whom is the arm of the Lobd re- 
vealed ? 

For he shall grow up before him as 
a tender plant, and as a root out of a 
dry ground: he hath no form nor come- 
liness; and when we shall see him, 
there is no beauty that we should de- 
sire him. 

He is despised and rejected of men ; 
a man of sorrows, and acquainted with 
grief : and we hid as it were our 
faces from him ; he was despised, and 
we esteemed him not. 

Surely he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrows: yet we did esteem 
him stricken, smitten of Ood, and 
afflicted. 

But he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our in- 
iquities : the chastisement of our peace 
teas upon him ; and with his stripes we 
are healed. 

All we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all. 

He was oppressed, and he was af- 
flicted, yet he opened not his mouth : 
he is brought as a lamb to the slaugh- 
ter, and as a sheep before her shearers 
is dumb, so he openeth not his mouth. 

He was taken from prison and from 
judgment: and who shall declare his 
generation f for he was cut off out of 
the land of the liiHng: for the trans- 
gression of my people was he stricken. 

And he made his grave with the 
wicked, and with the rich in his 
death ; because he had done no vio- 
lence, neither w(m any deceit in his 
mouth. 

Yet it pleased the Lord to bruise 
him; he hath put him to grief: when 
thou Shalt make his soul an offering 
for sin, he shall see his seed, he shall 
prolong his days, and the pleasure of 
the Lord shall prosper in his hand. 

He shall see of the travail of his 
soul, and shall be satisfied : by his 
knowledge shall my righteous servant 
justify many ; for he shall bear their 
iniquities. 

Therefore will I divide him a por- 
tion vnth the great, and he «hall di- 
vide the spoil with the strong; because 
he hath poured out his soul unto 
death: and he was numbered with the 
transgressors: and he bare the sin of 
many, and made intercession for the 
transgressors.

Isaiah 60:1-4, 14-22 

Arise, shine; for thy light is come, 
and the glory of the Lobd is risen 
upon thee. 

For, lehold, the darkness shall cover 
the earth, and gross darkness the peo- 
ple: hut the Lobd shall arise upon 
thee, and his glory shall he seen upon 
thee. 

And the Gentiles shall come to thy 
light, and kings to the brightness of 
thy rising. 

Lift up thine eyes round ahout, and 
see: all they gather themselves togeth- 
er, they come to thee: thy sons shall 
come from far.

I the Lord will hasten it in his time.

Neither do men light a candle, and 
put It under a bushel, but on a candle- 
stick ; and It glveth light unto all 
that are in the house.

Because strait is the gate, and nar- 
row is the way, which leadeth unto 
life, and few tliere be that find it. 

Uot every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the king- 
dom of heaven: but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which is in heaven. 

Many will say to me in that day, 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in 
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thy name? and in thy name have cast 
out devils? and in thy name don^ 
many wonderful works? 

And then will I profess unto them, 
I never knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity. 

Therefore whosoever heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them, I 
will liken him unto a wise man, which 
built his house upon a rock :

If ye were of the world, the world 
would love his own ; but because ye 
are not of the world, but I have 
chosen you out of the world, therefore 
the world hateth you. 

Remember the word that I said 
unto you, The servant is not greater 
than his lord. If they have perse- 
cuted me, they will also persecute 
you; if they have kept my saying, 
they will keep yours also. 

But ail these things will they do 
unto you for my name's sake, because 
they know not him that sent me. 

If I had not come and spoken unto 
them, they had not had sin; but now 
they have no cloak for their sin. 

He that hateth me hateth my Fa- 
ther also. 

If I had not done among them the 
works which none other man did, they 
had not had sin: but now have they 
both seen and hated both me and my 
Father. 

But this Cometh to pass, that the 
word might be fulfilled that is written 
in their law, They hated me without a 
cause. 

But when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, 
which proceedeth from the Father, he 
shall testify of me: 

And ye also shall bear witness, be- 
cause ye have been with me from the 
beginning.

Let not your heart ]ye troubled: ye 
believe in God, believe also in me. 

In my Father's house are m^iny 
mansions: if it were not so, I would 
have told you, J go to prepare a 
place for you.

And saying, If thou be the King of 
the Jews, save thyself. 

And a superscription also was writ- 
ten over him in letters of Greek, and 
Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

And one of the malefactors which 
were hanged railed on him, saying, 
If thou be Christ, save thyself and us. 

But the other answering rebuked 
him, saying. Dost not thou fear Ood, 
seeing thou art in the same condemna- 
tion? 

And we Indeed Justly : for we re- 
ceive the due reward of our deeds : 
but this man hath done nothing amiss. 

And he said unto Jesus, Lord, re- 
member me when thou comest into thy 
kingdom. 

And Jesus said unto him, Verily I 
say unto thee. To day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise. 
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And it was about the siwth hour, 
and there was a darkness over all the 
earth until the nintn hour. 

And the sun was darkened, and the 
vail of the temple was rent in (he 
midst. 

And when Jesus had cried with j 
loud voice, he said. Father, into thy 
hands I commend my spirit: and hav- 
ing said thus, he gave up the ghost. 

Now when the centurion saw what 
was done, he glorified God, saying. 
Certainly this was a righteous man. 

And all the people that came to- 
gether to that sight, beholding the 
things which were done, smote their 
breasts, and returned. 

And all his acquaintance, and the 
women that followed him from Gali- 
lee, stood afar ofS., beholding these 
things.

And they returned, and prepared 
spices and ointments; and rested the 
sabbath day according to the com- 
mandment.

And they came and held 
him by the feet, and worshipped him. 

Then said Jesus unto them. Be not 
afraid: go tell iny brethren that they 
go into Galilee, and there shall they 
see me. 

Now when they were going, behold, 
some of the watch came Into the city, 
and shewed unto the chief priests ail 
the things that were done. 

And when they were assembled with 
the elders, and had taken counsel, 
they gave large money unto the sol- 
diers. 

Saying, Say ye. His disciples came 
by night, and stole him away while we 
slept. 

And if this come to the governor's 
ears, we will persuade him, and se- 
cure you. 

So they took the money, and did as 
they were taught: and this saying Is 
commonly reported among the Jews 
until this day. 

Then the eleven disciples went away 
into Galilee, into a mountain where 
Jesus had appointed them. 

And when they saw him, they wor- 
shipped him : but some doubted. 

And Jesus came and spake unto 
them saying. All power is given unto 
me in heaven and in earth. 

Go ye therefore, and teach all na- 
tions, baptizing them In the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost: 

Teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world. 

Selection 23 

1 Corinthians 13 
Though I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have not 
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charity, I am become as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

And though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all mys- 
teries, and all knowledge; and though 
I have all faith, so that I could re- 
move mountains, anC have not 
charity, I am nothing. 

And though I bestow all my goods 
to feed the poor, and though 1 give 
my body to be burned, and have not 
charity, it profiteth me nothing.

Charity never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; 
whether there be tongues, they shall 
cease; whether there be knowledge, it 
shall vanish away. 

For we know in part, and we pro- 
phesy in part. 

But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part shall 
be done away. 

When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a child, I 
thought as a child : but when I be- 
came a man, I put away childish 
things. 

For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then face to face: now I 
know in part; but then shall I know 
even as also I am known: 

And now abideth faith, hope, char- 
ity, these three; but the greatest of 
these is charity. 

Selection 2.4 

Itoman8l8:ia-U 

The night is far spent, the day is 
at hand : let us therefore cast off the 
works of darkness, and let us put on 
the armour of light. 

Let us walk honestly, as in the 
day; not in rioting and drunkenness, 
not in chambering and wantonness, 
not in strife and envying. 

But put ye on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and make not provision for the 
flesh, to fulfil the lusts thereof.

Finally, my brethren, be strong in 
the Lord, and in the power of his 
might. 

Put on the whole armour of God, 
that ye may he able to stand against 
the wiles of the devil. 

For we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, 'but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of 
the darlcness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places. 

Wherefore take unto you the whole 
armour of Ood, that ye may he able to 
withstand in the evil day, and having 
done all, to stand. 

Stand therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth, and having on 
the breastplate of righteousness ; 

And your feet shod with the prepa- 
ration of the gospel of peace; 

Above all, taking ifhe shield of faith, 
wherewith ye shall be able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the wicked. 

And take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit, which is 
the word of Ood: 

Praying always with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit, and watch- 
ing thereunto with all perseverance 
and supplication for all saints. 

Selection 25 

Romans 5 

Being justified by faith, we have 
peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ : 

By whoni also we have access hy 
faith into this grace wherein we 
stand, and rejoice in hope of the 
glory of Ood. 

And not only so, but we glory In 
tribulations also ; knowing that tribu- 
lation worketh patience ; 

And patience, experience; and ex- 
perience, hope: 

And hope maketh not ashamed ; be- 
cause the love of God is shed abroad 
In our hearts by the Holy Ghost 
which is given unto us. 

For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died for 
the ungodly. 
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For scarcely for a righteous man 
will one die : yet perad venture for a 
good man some would even dare to 
die. 

But Ood commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us. 

Much more then, being now Justified 
by his blood, we shall be saved from 
wrath through him. 

For if, when we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to Ood by the death 
of his iSon; much more, oeing recon- 
ciled, we shall he saved by his life. 

And not only so, but we also ioy In 
in God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
by whom we have now received th© 
atonement. 

Wherefore, as hy one man sin en- 
tered into the world, and death hy 
sin; and so death passed upon all men, 
for that all have sinned: 

(For until the law sin was in the 
world : but sin is not imputed when 
there Is no law. 

Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that 
had not sinned after the similitude of 
Adam's transgression, who is the 
figure of him that was to come. 

But not as the offence, so also is 
the free gift : for if through the of- 
fence of one many be dead, much more 
the grace of God, and the gift by 
grace, which is by one man, Jesas 
Christ, hath abounded unto many. 

And not as it was hy one that 
sinned, so is the gift: for the judg- 
ment was hy one to condemnatUtn, but 
the free gift is of many offences unto 
justification. 

For if by one man's offence death 
reigned by one ; much more they 
which receive abundance of grace and 
of the gift of righteousness snail reign 
in life by one, Jesus Christ.) 

Therefore, as by the offence of one 
judgment came upon all men to con- 
demnation; even so hy the righteous- 
ness of one the free gift came upon 
all men unto justification of life. 

For as by one man's disobedience 
many were made sinners, so by the 
obedience of one shall many be made 
righteous. 

Moreover the law entered, that the 
offence might abound. But where sin 
a^-^ounded, grace did much more 
abound: 

That as sin hath reigned unto 
death, even so might grace reign 
through righteousness unto eternal 
life by Jgsqs Christ owr hor^. 
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Romans 8 

There is therefore now no condem- 
nation to tbem which are in Christ 
Jesus, who walls not after the flesh, 
but after the Spirit. 

For the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesua hath made me free from 
the law of 8in and death. 

For what the law could not do, in 
that it was weak through the tlesh, 
God sending his own Son in the like- 
ness of sinful tlesh, and for sin, con- 
demned sin in the flesh : 

That the righteousness of the law 
might he fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the flesh, hut after the Spirit, 

For they that are after the flesh do 
mind the things of the flesh ; but they 
that are after the Spirit the things of 
the Spirit. 

For to he carnally minded is death; 
hut to he spiritually minded is life 
and peace. 

Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God : for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can be. 

So then they that are in the flesh 
cannot please Ood. 

But ye are not In the flesh, but in 
the Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of 
God dwell In you. Now if any man 
have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of his. 

And if Christ he in you, the hody is 
dead hecause of sin; hut the Spirit is 
life hecause of righteousness. 

But if the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, 
he that raised up Christ from the 
dead shall also quicken your mortal 
bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth in 
you. 

Therefore, hrethren, we are dehtors, 
not to tne flesh, to live after the flesh. 

For If ye live after the flesh, ye 
shall die : but if ye through the Spirit 
do mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live. 

For as many as are led hy the 
Spirit of Ood, they are the sons of 
God. 

For ye have not received the spirit 
of bondage again to fear ; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, where- 
by we cry, Abba, Father. 

The Spirit itself heareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are the chil- 
dren of Ood: 

And if children, then heirs ; heirs of 
Ood, and joint heirs with Christ : if 
so be that we suffer with him. that 
we may be also glorlfled together. 
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For I reckon that the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy to 
he compared with the glory which 
shall he revealed in us. 

For the earnest expectation of the 
creature waiteth for the manifesta- 
tion of the sons of God. 

For the creature was made suhject 
to vanity, not willingly, hut hy reason 
of him who hath suhjected the same 
in hope; 

Because the creature itself also 
shall be delivered from the bondage of 
corruption into the glorious liberty of 
the children of God. 

For we know that the whole crea- 
tion groaneth and travaileth in pain 
together until now. 

And not only they, but ourselves 
also, which have the flrdt-frults of the 
Spirit, even we ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the adoption, to 
wit, the redemption of our body. 

For we are saved hy hope: hut hope 
that is seen is not hope: for what a 
man seeth, why doth he yet hope fort 

But if we hope for that we see not, 
then do we with patience wait for it. 

Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought: hut the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for 
us with groaning 8 which cannot he 
uttered. 

And he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the 
Spirit, because he maketh intercession 
for the saints according to the will of 
God. 

And we know that all things work 
together for good to them that love 
Ood, to them who are the called ac- 
cording to his purpose. 

For whom he did foreknow, he also 
did predestinate to he c(fnformed to 
the Image of his Son, that he might be 
the flrst-born among many brethren. 

Moreover whom he did predestinate, 
them he also called: and whom he 
called, them he also justified: and 
whom he justified, them he also glo- 
rified. 

What shall we then say to these 
things? If God he for us, who can he 
against us? 

He that spared not his own Son, 
hut delivered him up for us all, how 
shall he not with him also freely give 
us all things? 

Who shall lay any thing to the 
charge of God's elect? /* is God that 
Justlfieth. 

Who is he that condemnethf it is 
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Christ that died, yea rather, that i% 
risen again, who is even at the right 
hand of Ood, who also maketh inter- 
cession for us. 

Who shall separate us from the loye 
of Christ? shall tribulation, or dis- 
tress, or persecution, or famine, or 
nakedness, or peril, or sword? 

As it is written. For thy sake we 
are killed all the day long; we are ac- 
counted as sheep for the slaughter. 

Nay, in all these things we are 
more than conquerors, through him 
that loved us. 

For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor prin- 
cipalities, nor powers, nor things pres- 
ent, nor things to come. 

Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to sepa- 
rate us from the love of God, which is 
in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Selection 27 

The Last Judgment 
Matthew 26:81-46 

When the Son of man shall come In 
his glory, and all the holy angels with 
him, then shall he sit upon the throne 
of his glory : 

And before him shall te gathered 
all nations: and he shall separate 
them one from another, as a shepherd 
divideth his sheep from the goats: 

And he shall set the sheep on his 
right hand, but the goats on the left. 

Then shall the King say unto them 
on his right hand.

And the Kinp shall answer and 
say unto them. Verily I say unto you. 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it untQ m«. 
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Then shall he say also unto them 
on the Ifeft hand, Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the devil and his angels : 

For I was a hungered, and ye gave 
me no meat: I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me no drink: 

I was a stranger, and ye took me 
not in : naked, and ye clothed me not : 
sick, and in prison, and ye visited me 
not. 

Then shall they also answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee a 
hungered, or athirst. or a stranger, or 
naked, or sick, or in prison, and did 
not minister unto theef 

Then shall he answer them, saying, 
Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as 
ye did it not to one of the least of 
these, ye did it not to me. 

And these shall go away into ever- 
lasting punishment: but the righteous 
into life eternal.

No man hath seen God at any time ;

Without faith it is impossible to 
please him: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that 
he is a rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek him.

Ood is a Spirit: and they that wor- 
ship him must worship him in spirit 
and in truth.

abide his indignation. 

Who only hath immortality, dwell- 
ing in the light which no man can 
approach unto ; whom no man hath 
seen, nor can see : to whom be honour 
and power everlasting.

and his ways past finding out ! 
I For tcho hath known the mind Of 

the Lordt or who hath been his coun- 
sellor f 

Or who hath first given to him, and 
it shall be recompensed unto him 
agaki? 

For of him, and through him, and 
to him, are all things: to whom be 
glory for ever.

Which things also we speak, not 
in the words wJiich man^s wisdom 
tcacheth, hut which the Holy Ghost 
tcacheth; comparing spiritual things 
with spiritual. 

Blessed are they that hear the word 
of God, and keep it. 

Thy word have I hid in mine heart, 
tJ^at £ might not sin against thee. 

Mine eyes prevent the night 
watches, that I might meditate In thy 
word. 

Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, 
and a light unto my path. 

Thv words were found, and I did 
eat them ; and thy word was unto me 
the Joy and rejoicing of mine heart. 

How sweet are thy words unto my 
taste! yea, sweeter than honey to my 
mouth. 

More to be desired are they than 
gold, yea, than much fine gold : sweet- 
er also than honey and the honey- 
comb. 

Every word of God is pure: he is a 
shield unto them that put their trust 
in him. 

Thy word is very pure : therefore 
thy servant loveth it. 

Thy testimonies have I taken as a 
heritage for ever: for they are the re- 
joicing of my heart. 

But be ye doers of the word, and 
not hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves. 

For if any he a hearer of the word. 
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and not a doer, he is like unto a man 
beholding his natural face in a glass: 

For he beholdeth himself, and goeth 
his way, and straightway forgetteth 
what manner of man he was. 

But whoso looketh into the perfect 
law of liberty, and continueth therein, 
he being not a forgetful hearer, but a 
doer of the work, this man shall be 
blessed in his deed. 

These are written, that ye might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christ, the Son 
of God; and that beiieving ye might 
have life through his name. 
, Search the Scriptures; for in them 
ye think ye have eternal life: and 
they are they which testify of me. 

To him give all the prophets wit- 
ness, that through his name whoso- 
ever believeth in nim shall receive re- 
mission of sins. 

Wherefore lay apart all fllthiness 
and superfluity of naughtiness, and 
receive with meekness the engrafted 
word, wMch is able to save your 
souls. 

Ye shall not add . unto the word 
which I command you, neither shall ye 
diminish aught from it, that ye may 
keep the commandments of the Lord 
your God which I command you. 

The grass withereth, the flower fad- 
eth: but the word of our Ood shall 
stand for ever.

If we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves. 

For there is not a just man upon 
earth, thajt doeth good, and sinneth 
not. 

He that committeth sin is of the 
devil ; for the devil sinneth from the 
beginning. 

Let no man say when he is tempted, 
1 am tempted of Ood: for Ood cannot 
be tempted with evil, neither tempteth 
he any man; 



But every man is tempted, when he 
is drawn away of his own lust, and 
enticed. 

Know ye not, that to whom ye yield 
yourselves servants to obey, his serv- 
ants ye are to whom ye obey; whether 
of sin unto death, or of obedience unto 
righteousness f 

The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked. 

For out of the heart proceed evil 
thoughts, murders, adulteries, forni- 
cations, thefts, false witness, blas- 
phemies. 

For which things* sake the wrath of 
God Cometh on the children of dis- 
obedience. 

He that doeth wrong shall receive 
for the wrong which he hath done: 
and there is no respect of persons. 

The Lord is not slack concerning 
his promise, as some men count slack- 
ness; but is longsuffering to us-ward, 
not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repent- 
ance. 

Who will have all men to be saved, 
and to come unto the knowledge of 
the truth. 

If we confess our sins, he Is faith- 
ful and Just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness. 

For Ood so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life. 

Be not thou therefore ashamed of 
the testimony of our Lord, 

Who hath saved us, and called ua 
with a holy calling, not according to 
our works, but according to his own 
purpose and grace, which was given 
us in Christ Jesus before the world , 
began. 

Neither Is there salvation In any 
other: for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved. 

// thou Shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt be- 
lieve in thine heart that Ood hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved. 

For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto salva- 
tion. 

And ye know that he was mant' 
fested to take away our sins; and 4» 
him is no sin. 

Whosoever abideth in him sinneth 
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not : wboBoeyer sinneth hath not seen 
bim, neitber known him. 

Who gave himself for ua, that he 
might redeem ua from all iniquity, 
and purify unto himself a peculiar 
people, sfealouB of good works. 

Whoso looketh into the perfect law 
of liberty, and continueth therein, be 
being not a forgetful bearer, but a 
doer of the work, this man shall be 
blessed in bis deed. 

Let your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good works, 
and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven. 

Now the God of peace, that brought 
again from the dead our Lord Jesus, 
that great Shepherd of the sheep, 
through the blood of the everlasting 
covenant. 

Make you perfect in every good 
work to do his will, working in you 
that which is well pleasing in his 
eight, through Jesus Christ; to w*>om 
be glory for ever and ever. ' Amen.

If any of you lack wisdom, let him 
ask of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraldeth not ; and it 
shall be given him. 

But let him ask in faith, nothing 
wavering; for he that wavereth is 
like a wave of the sea driven with the 
wind and tossed. 

Let us, who are of the day, be 
sober, putting on the breastplate of 
faith and love ; and for a helmet, the 
hope of salvation. 

For whatsoever is born of God over- 
cometh the world: and this is the vic- 
tory that overcometh the world, even 
our faith. 

If ye have faith as a grain of mus- 
tard seed, ye shall say unto this 
mountain. Remove hence to yonder 
place: and it shall remove : and noth- 
ing shall be impossible unto you. 
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And all things, whatsoever ye shall 
ask in prayer, believing, ye shall re- 
ceive. 

And this is the will of him that 
sent me, that every one which seeth 
the Son, and believeth On him, may 
have everlasting life : and I will raise 
him up at the last day. 

For Ood so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life. 

He that believeth on him is not con- 
demned : but he that believeth not is 
condemned already, because he hath 
not believed in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God. 

As Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the Son 
of man be lifted up: 

That whosoever believeth In him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life. 

These are written, that ye might 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son of Ood; and that believing ye 
might have life through his name. 

To him give all the prophets wit- 
ness, that through his name whoso- 
ever believeth in him shall receive re- 
mission of sins. 

Whom Ood hath set forth to be a 
propitiation through faith in his 
blood, to declare his righteousness for 
the remission of sins that are past, 
through the forbearance of Ood. 

And by him all that believe are Jus- 
tified from all things, from which ye 
could not be justified by the law of 
Moses. 

For in Jesus Christ neither cir- 
cumcision availeth any thing, nor un- 
circumcision ; but faith which worketh 
by love. 

Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ : 

By whom also we have access by 
faith into this grace wherein we 
stand, and rejoice in hope of the glory 
of Ood.

Ood forbid that I should sin against 
the Lord in ceasing to pray for you. 

If thou wouldest make thy supplica- 
tion to the Aimighty ; 

Seek ye the Lord while he may be 
found, call ye upon him while he is 
near: 

Praying always with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit. 

And all things , whatsoever ye shall 
ask in prayer, believing, ye shall re- 
ceive. 

The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much. 

What things soever ye desire, when 
ye pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye shall have them.

But the fruit of the Spirit ia Jove, 
foy, peace, longauffering , gentleness, 
goodneaa, faith. 

Meekness, temperance: against such 
there is no law. 

Be not deceived; Ood is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man aow- 
eth, that shall he also reap. 

For he that soweth to his flesh shall 
of the flesh reap corruption ; but he 
that soweth to the Spirit shall of the 
Spirit reap life everlasting. 

For we through the Spirit wait for 
the hope of righteousness by faith. 

And the disciples were filled with 
joy, and with the Holy Ghost. 

The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
• end the love of Ood, and the com- 
munion of the Holy Ohost, be with 
you all.

And shall come forth ; they that 
have done good, unto the resurrection 
9f life ; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damnation.

Christ raised: 

And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain; ye are yet in your sins. 

Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 

If in this life only we have hope in 
Christ, we are of all men most miser- 
able. 

But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the first-fruits of 
them that slept. 

For since by man came death, by 
man came also the resurrection of the 
dead. 

Have hope toward God, there shall 
be a resurrection of the dead, both of 
the just and unfusi.
